MR. PLAYER'S NET FOR TAX DODGERS. 

As ath appointee of the State Tax Commission, ex- 
Comptroller James Y. Player will fight tax dodgers in 
St. Louis. 

All those who know the shocking prevalence of tax 
perjury and the extent to which tax dodging limits State 
activities will wish him well. Wherein, however, is 
there a hope of any startling increase in the revenue 
from this section? Real estate assessments alread) 
average higher here than if any other part of Missouri. 
He says that St. Louis personal property is assessed at 
a total of only $134,054,000, whereas the actual total of 
such preperty is much larger, but how is he going to 
manage to get on the tax rolls any very considerable 
amounts of personal property now unrepresented there? 

By far the largest class of personal property escaping 
taxation probably consists of mortgages, which, at cur- 
rent tax rates, would yield only a little more than ° per 
cent in interest, if taxed. As long as the law contem- 
plates that mortgaged property shall be taxed at its full 
value amd then the incumbrance representing a part of 
that valgwe shal! be taxed in addition—virtual confisca- 
tion of the income from mortgages, with the residue 
further subject to two income taxes—how shall the as- 
signment of mortgages to nonresidents and other de- 
vices in evasion be prevented? ‘

at a fair valuation, He can see that the total assessed 
on the poor sticks of furniture in the widow's few rooms 
and the laborer’s cottage is increased.
